General 

When the present Iraqi army was organized in the early 1920s, it was closely 
modeled after the British army. It should therefore be expected that th® 
organization of the Iraqi army differs from that of the American army. The 
differences, however noticeable, are found in the details and not. in the 
overall structure. Throughout the coming lessons, these differences will 
be pointed out when encountered. 

Most of the Iraqi military's language is MSA. In situations when ID is used 
it will be pointed out.
